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Response to Arguments 

. Applicant's arguments dated 22 February 2005 have been considered. In regards to 
independent claims 1, the Examiner agrees that Harada ('248) does not detect a decrease in the 
local axial fluid flow and as such withdraws the 35 U.S.C. 102(b) rejection of claim 1 and 
rejection of the claims that depend on it. In regards to independent claims 15, 28 and 43, 
applicant claims measuring the local fluid flow in the recirculation zone, fluid flow in the 
recirculation zone, and at least one sensor operable for measuring fluid flow in the recirculation 
zone, respectively. While Applicant argues that Harada ('248) only measures bulk flow rate, the 
Examiner takes the position that in order to obtain the flow rate the sensor still must take a flow 
rate measurement at given positions in order to obtain the bulk flow rate. Therefore, the sensor 
SI of Harada measures the local fluid flow in the recirculation zone defined by applicant as 
being proximate the wall of the inlet passage and proximate the impeller and immediately 
upstream of the impeller. As such, the rejections made in the final Office Action dated 22 
December 2004 in regards to claims 15,16,18-29,31-35,37-45 and 47-52 will be maintained.
